Index of Spot Market Prices Rises

Truman said for his part he 
had no hesitancy in declaring 
that the historic precedent set at 
Nuernberg “abundantly justifies 
the expenditure of effort, prodigi- 
@us though it was.” , 

The President did not commit 
himself on Jackson's recom- 
mendations for dealing with Ger- 
man militarists, industrialists, 
politicians, diplomats and police 
officials, asserting only that they 
“will be given careful considera- 


tion.”

“At about 10:45 o’clock Tue 
day night,” said the chaplain, who 
formerly was connected with the 
Lutheran City Mission in St. 
Louis, “I was sitting in an office 
in the jail with an American offi- 
cer, It was less than a minute's 
walk from Goering’s cell. Sud- 
denly a security guard rushed in 
and exclaimed, ‘Sir, Goering's 
having a fit.’ 

“The officer jumped to his feet 
and ran out calling over his 
shoulder: ‘Come along, Chaplain.’ 
I followed, 

“When we got to the cell; Goer- 
Ing was lying on his cot with his 
left hand hanging down over the 
side, Gurgling sounds came from 
his throat. The officer stood 
staring. I picked up Goering's 
left hand and felt for the pulse. 
No beat could be detected, 1 
said: ‘This man is dying.’ 

“The officer ordered that the 
prison physician, Dr. Pfluecker, 
should be summoned. He arrived 
a moment later. After an exam- 
ination he pronounced that Goer- 
ing wag dead, 

“The officer reached over and 
picked up the right hand which 
was Srna Seated outside the 
blanket. ere Was a rustie and 
an envelope fell to the floor, The 
officer stooped and recovered it. 
I went away then, leaving the of- 
ficer and doctor in the cell,” 


3 Notes in Envelope, 


The envelope, it has been re- 
vealed, was torn open at thé top 
and bore the name “H. Goering.” 
It contained three notes in Goer- 
ing’s handwriting, one of which 
was addressed to the jail com- 
mandant, Col. Burton C. Andrus, 
Inclosed in the envelope also 
was a small brass container made 
from a standard German cart- 
ridge shell. Apparently it had con- 
cealed a vial of potassium cyanide 
which Goering contrived to 
crunch between his teeth without 
being observed, 

The notea were delivered to the 
military committee which is in- 
vestigating the mystery and have 
not been made public. 

Because of the announcement 
of the Allied Control Council that 
the executions would take place 14 
days after the verdict, Capt. Ger. 
ecke continued, all of the con- 
demned men except Goering had 
the idea fixed in their minds that 
they would be put to death yester- 
day morning at the traditional 
hour of dawn. Whether as a re- 
sult of secret information or just 
a hunch, Goering apparently sus- 
cted the hour would be earlier. 
hroughout Tuesday he plied Ger- 
ecke with questions on this point, 
questions so sharp and clever that 
the chaplain was forced by mili- 
tary duty to reply with a false- 
hood. He told Goering he knew 
nothing about it.

Five of the condemned men were 
nominally Protestants and were

He listened 
but remained sitting on his cot. 
It was a prayer in which Gerecke 
sought to intercede with God on 
behalf of Goering. 

Goering sat silent seweral min- 
utes after the petition concluded. 
Then Goering spoke “his last 
known words, 

“Pastor,” he said, 
God, I believe he 
the affairs of men, 
big ones. He is too great to 
bother about liftle matters like 
what becomes of Hermann Goer- 


ing.” 
Attended His Services, 

During the long months of im- 
prisonment and especially during 
the last two weeks, according to 
Capt. Gerecke, the No, 2 Nazi had 
outwardly been his most faithful 
follower, Goering never missed 
one of the daily services in the 
jail chapel and always sat in the 
front row with an air of devout 
attention. 

But in private talks, he argued 
againat the inspiration of the 
Scriptures with such = shrewd 
thrusts that the Pastor was often 
hard put to it to find answers. 
Goering swept aside all miracles 
and denied the divinity of Jesus 
Christ. For. this reason, when 
Goering a few days ago hinted 
that he would not be averse to re- 
ceiving the last sacrament, the St. 
Louisan felt obliged to refuse. 
“Some people will think me nar- 
row,” said Capt. Gerecke, “but on 
that point I have fundamental 
scruples. I could not grant the 
Lord’s supper to a man denying 
the divinity of the Savior who in- 
stituted this rite.” 

He added that Goering was 
downcast and depressed in conse- 
quence, In the chaplain’s opinion, 
Goering was what the Germans 
call “Gottglaubig"—-that is a man 
who believes in God but is not a 
Christian. 

In his public discourses, the 
Chaplain now and then took occa- 
sion to refer to the‘sin of self- 
destruction. Only once, 80 far us 
he remembers, did Goering ever 
allude to suicide, A fresh secu- 
rity regulation had been imposed. 
“What kind of foolishness is 
this?” Goering demanded. “They 
ought to Know it's impossible 
here for us to do anything against 
ourselves,” . 

' In Gerecke’'s opinion, this. was a 
“erocodile act.” It is his feeling, 
for whieh he has no evidence, that 
Goering’s act was planned long in 
advance and that he had managed 
with diabolical cleverness to con- 
ceal poison for use when the time 
came. The feeling is based in 
part on a air of secret triumph 
which Goering often wore. It was 
as if he were saying: “Go ahead,

BY LAGUARDIA FOR 
DECISION ON MEAT 


Denounced for Aban- 
doning His Team and 
Running Wrong Way 
After ‘About Face.’

OKLAHOMA CITY, Oct. 17 
(AP)—Fiorello H, LaGuardia, di- 
rector of the United Nations’ Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Adminis- 
tration, denounced the removal of 
meat controls last night and as- 
serted the new policy would result 
in “industrial confusion, financial 
dislocation, social disturbance and 
political dictatorship.” 

LaGuardia, former mayor of 
New York, asserted that President 
Truman, in his “about face” on 
meat controls, had “joined the op- 
position.” 

“The budget of every American 
family has been hit,” LaGuardia 
deciared in a broadcast. “The cost 
of living is leaping beyond the 


reach of the average family. The 
lid on profiteering is off—the bars 
of control are down.” 

LaGuardia used the analogy of 
a football game in asserting that 
the President “has abandoned his 
team.” 

He said “Harry Truman will go 
down in history as the Roy Riegels 
of American politics’—a reference 
to a famous error in which a Rose 
Bow! football game player ran for 
his own goal line, 

“Many of us independents,” La 

Guardia said, “were playing on his 
liberal team. ... He was calling 
the signals—right up to a few 
days ago when he called for con- 
tinued control of prices on food 
and clothes. He was carrying the 
ball, 
“We were set in position for the 
play, when lo and behold! He 
turns around and runs clear 
across the field toward the wrong 
goal line, encouraged and prompt- 
ed by the reactionary cheer lead- 
ers while the Republican National 
Committee ran a beautiful inter- 
ference.” 

“Free enterprise has suffered a 
terrible blow,” LaGuardia asserted, 
“for reaction to such defiant ar- 
rogance will surely set in... .” 

Saying that the “first industrial 
strike ir our country has forced 
a complete surrender of govern- 
ment,” LaGuardia,added: 

“The precedent is dangerous. 
From now on every special inter-

Division Intensified. 

Leaving Washington almost 
three months ago for the 21-nation 
conference, Byrnes had hoped that 
when his Paris mission ended he 


would have peace treaties with the 
Balkan states, Italy and Finland 
fully accepted by the Big Four 
powers in line with his plan to 
restore organized peace to eastern 
Europe this year. 

Instead, the Paris conferenco— 
which could only render advisory 
decisions to the Big Four—so in- 
tensified the division among the 
powers that the Foreign Ministers 
of the United States, Britain, Rus- 
sia and France did not even ap- 
proach the task of completing 
work on the treaty drafts. That 
job was set over until Nov. 4 in 
New York. 

Diplomatic authorities said, 
however, that the Paris confer- 
ence should not be written off as 
a complete failure because it (1) 
had clarified issues and (2) had 
given the smaller nations a 
chance to speak their minds on 
the issues of peace making, 

But there was no denial that 
the talks had failed completely to 
offer any solution for the conflict 
between the western powers and 
Russia. 

American Policy. 

It was in this connection that 
the action - on Czechoslovakia 
seemed to have most meaning. 

The American Government 
months ago decided that its loans 
and other economic measures 
should be in accord with its diplo- 
matic and political policies. Thus 
the Polish credits were suspend- 
ed because of certain political 
complaints against the Warsaw 
Government and later were re 
stored when those complaints 
were met, ~ 

In the history of American- 
Czech ‘relations there has been no 
such bitterness as between the 
United States and Poland. Fur- 
thermore,. many authorities con- 
sistently have regarded Czechoslo- 
vakia and Finland as_ the. two 
countries on MRussia’s border 
where Communism had gained lit- 
tle foothold and where co-opera- 
tion with the Soviet Union was 
due in many instances only to 
the ‘force of circumstances, 

The cancellation of the Czech 
surplus property credit and the 
suspension of the loan negotia- 
tions were explained for a va- 
riety of reasons, but officials 
agreed that except for the Czech- 
Russian situation these might 
readily have been smoothed out. 

Two Other Factors, 

Aside from the Czechs’ support 
of the Russian position at Paris, 
the United States objected to two 
other factors: (1) A Czech deal 
to resell $10,000,000 worth of sur-

LONDON, Oct. 17 (AP)—Czecho- 
slovak sources in London ex- 
pressed surprise today that Amer- 
ica had suspended negotiations 
for a $50,000,000 Export-Import 
Bank credit to Czechoslovakia at 
the moment Foreign Minister Jan 
Masaryk arfd Ambassador Buraj 
Slavik were on their way to Wash- 
ington. 

A legation spokesman said: 
“Surely the State Department 
could have waited to give a per- 
sonal explanation and to hear an 
angwer to whatever charges there 
are against Czechoslovakia.” 

He added that Czechoslovakin 
has a free press and said any 
criticism of American economic 
policies in Prague newspapers 
would naturally be sanctioned. 

The spokesman recalled that at 
the Paris conference “the United 
States several times spoke with 
high esteem of the policy of the 
Czech Government and the behav- 
lour of the Czech delegation.” 


Brazil Grants $20,000,000 Credit 
to Czechoslovakia. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct. 
(UP)—Brazil extended a $20,000.- 
000 credit to Czechoslovakia un- 
der the terms of a trade and nav- 
igation pact signed today by Bra- 
zilian negotiators with a Czech 
economic mission headed by Viad- 
imir Khek. 

The treaty, carrying the most- 
favored nation provision, 
gates Czechoslovakia to use the 
credit for purchase of Brazilian 
products, including 100,000 bags 
of coffee and 7000 tonsa of cotton 
annually for two years.

JAPAN ‘MUST FIGHT THE U.S,’ 


TOKYO, Oct. 17 (AP)— The Ger- 
man Government was advised in 
July of 1941 that Japan had 
changed its plans for an assault 
on Russia, a change that led to 
the attack on Pearl Harbor five 
months later, the war crimes tri- 
bunal heard today.

GREEKS REPORT 
BORDER RAIDS BY 
YUGOSLAV TROOPS 


Official Asserts Nation Is 
Victim of ‘Undeclared 
War’ Directed From 
Yugoslavia. 


ATHENS, Oct. 17 (AP)—Greece 
is @ victim of “undeclared war, 
directed and financed from Yugo- 
slavia,” the deputy governor of 
western Macedonia declared in a 
dispatch received yesterday from 
Phiorina. 

The dispatch, dated Oct. 15 in 
the city at the foot of the Mon- 
astir Pass leading through the 
border mountains from Yugosla- 
via to northern Grece, quoted 
Greek Army officers as saying 
Yugoslav troops in regular mill- 
tary formations, and Communist 
bands wearing uniforms marked 
with Red stars, had attacked sev- 
eral Greek outposts and frontier 
villages in recent days. 


Anastassios Dalipis, the deputy 
governor of western Macedonia, 
said uniformed Yugoslav troops 
had attacked two Greek border 
posts in the last 10 days. 


Col. Christos Mandos, a divi- 
sion commander, told correspond- 
ents that Russian-type tanks and 
Yugoslav planes were seen re 
peatediy in the border area and 
that the Greek mountain post of 
Patina was attacked from across 


M.\the Yugoslav border three days 


ago. The garrison was saved by 
reinforcements, he _ reported. 

A Greek captain also told re- 
porters in the border area that 
three other villags were burned 
and sacked in the last few days 
by “Communist bands wearing 
uniforms marked with the Red 
star insignia and speaking the 
Slavic language.” 

The captain, Pandelis Kyria- 
kopoulos, said he fought “chest 
to chest” with & Yugoslav colonel 
at a fourth village and killed him 
with a revolver. 

Villagers at Exhol, a fifth vil- 
lage which was burned = and 
sacked, told reporters a band of 
150 wearing “the red star Iike 
Marshal Tfto” attacked in the 
middle of the night. Three of the 
attackers and two of the villagers 
were killed. 

Other reports told of Greek de 
sertions. Three soldiers and a 
civilian were executed by shooting 
at Yannitza yesterday after a mil- 
itary trial on charges of spreading 
Communist propaganda among 
troops. 

Third Army headquarters at 
Salonika said 20 soldiers sent to 
relieve a small beleaguered garri- 
son in the mountains deserted and 
joined the Communist band which 
was attacking the village. 

A Salonika paper said other 
troops mutinied during an attack 
by a band of 350 on Ritini, west 
of Katerini. Ten persons were 
reported killed in the attack, 


ARMY SEEKS LOCATION HERE 


FOR NEW INDUCTION CENTER 


A United States Army survey 
team was in St. Louis last week 
in an effort to find a suitable lo- 
cation for the establishment of 
an Army induction station here, 
Representative Walter C. Ploeser 
was informed today in a letter 
from Lt. Col, F. P. Miller of the 
Legislative and Liaison Division 
of the War Department. 

“An induction station will be 
established in the St. Louis area if 
it can be profitably done and a 
suitable installation can be found,” 
the letter said. Congressman 
Ploeser had requested such ac- 
tion so that it would not be neces- 
sary for St. Louisans to go to Chi- 
cago for induction. 


FORMING KOREAN GOVERNMENT 
SAID TO BE HALTED BY RUSSIA 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (AP)— 
Maj. Gen. Archibald V. Arnold 
said after a White House call to- 
day that Korea is at a “dead end” 
until the Russians return to the 
joint United States-Russian Com- 
mission for government of that 
nation. 

Arnold, retiring senior United 
States member of the joint com- 
mission, told reporters the Rus- 
sian withdrawal May 6 had handi- 
capped efforts to restore the ecao- 
nomic life in the country. He 
added that it had shunted into the 
indefinite future the day when a 
provisional government can be 
set up.

Separated by Glass.

Theories as to how Goering got 
the poison were numerous. They 
ranged from a suggestion that a 
barber might have dropped the 
vial down his shirtfront to an 
opinion that a cook might have 
concealed it in his food. 

One theory which Teich sought 
to explode was that one of the 
prison guards traded Goering the 
poison for one of Goering’s gems. 
Teich said he had all the jewels 
safe in the prison strongbox. 


No Arrests Made. 


Col, Richard McConnell, public 
relations officer, told reporters 
the investigating board was work- 
ing without any special technical 
assistance thus far and added 
that no decision had been reached 
as to whether such special as- 
gistants in crime detection would 
be called in. 

He stated emphatically that no 
arrests have been made in con- 
nection with the investigation and 
that none, as yet, were “contem- 
plated.”

News of Goering’s suicide and 
of the execution of the other 10 
men raced swiftly through the 
prison to the seven defendants 
who escaped with prison terms, 
to be served eventually in Span- 
dau jail, Berlin. A guard said 
they received the news non-com- 
mittally, but gave the impression 
that they were pleased Goering 
had escaped the rope.

Some Startling Viewpoints. 

Goering’s suicide still was big 
nows in Nuernberg today and a 
casual sampling of German opin- 
ion elicited some startling view- 
points, For instance:

A laundress said she would be 
willing to bet that Goering got 
the poison from the prison laun- 
dress in a var of soap—or some- 
thing like that.

Generally, former Nazis are de- 
lighted with Goering’s trick. Anti- 
Nazis are shocked. Everyone 
wants to know the answer to one 
question: How did he get the 
poison? | 

Andrus said he thought Goering 
disgraced himself by the suicide, 

“If he had had the courage of a 
mouse, he would have tried to 
hang on to his life as long as pos- 
“gible,” Andrus asserted. 


THINKS REPORTERS’ 
VISIT WAS TIPOFF

NUERNBERG, Oct. 17—A visit 
by eight Allied correspondents to 
the death row in Nuernberg jail 
late Tuesday night may have 
prompted Hermann Goering to 
take the poison which enabled him 
to cheat the gallows. 

As one of those correspondents, 
I believe that the commotion 
caused by our visit may have 
served to tip off Goering and the 
other condemned men that the 
hour of their doom was about to 
strike. ; 

As the eight correspondents, es- 
corted by several security officers, 
shuffled through the narrow corri- 
dor, peeking into the small iron- 
barred portholes of each of the 
condemned men's cells, it natur- 
ally caused a stir. 

At the front of each cell door 
stood a G.I. guard whose duty it 
was to keep constant watch on the 
man inside the cell. I noticed at 
the time that some of the guards 
turned around to see what the 
commotion was about as we en- 
tered and started to move along 
the corridor. 

With most of the correspondents 
stopping to glance over the shoul- 
ders of the guards into the con- 
demned cells, it was only human 
for some of the G.1L.s to turn their 
beads momentarily to see what 
Was going on. 

It is possible that in the mo- 
ment, or moments, the G.I. guard- 
ing Goering’s cell turned his head, 
Goering mafiaged to slip into his 
mouth the vial containing the 
potassium cyanide. 

When I peeked over the guard's 
shoulder into Goering’s cell, his 
bulky figure was lying stretched 
r* *e length on a small iron cot.

though the lights of his cell and 
in the prison block were not 
dimmed. His body was covered 
by an ordinary khaki United 
States Army blanket. One bluish 
lad arm was outstretched. 
The other was folded over his 
chest-with the fist closed. 

He was lying absolutely motion- 
less, with his head resting on one 
side and his eyes closed, as if in 
sleep. Goering was the only one 
of the condemned 11 who was in 
bed at this hour. Most of the 
others were pacing their cells. 
Some were sitting on their beds, 
others at the frail little wooden 
tables in each cell. 

I turned to the duty officer of 
the guard, a young lieutenant 
standing by, and said, “Is he 
asleep?” 

The IHeutenant. shrugged his 
shoulders and said he did not 


now. 
A few minutes later, Col. Selby 
Little, the deputy security com- 
mandant, said to me. “Isn't that 
just like Goering—going to sleep 
on his last night?” 

I still thought it was strange 
and so remarked to one of my 
colleagues, 

We had been told by Col. Burton 
C. Andrus, the security comman- 
dant, that after our visit was 
over he would return and read to 
each condemned man the _ tribu- 
nal’s sentence of death. That was 
to be the first official indication 
to them that they were soon to 
start the parade of death to the 
gallows, 


So far as the security guard 
knew, none of the men had any 
knowledge that the executions 
were scheduled to start shortly 
after midnight. 

I was Walking beside Andrus 
and said to him: 

“If they don't already know it 
they certainly will after this visit 
of ours and after you have read 
the sentence to them.” 

The colonel replied, “I know it. 
That's why I want to get this over 
with quickly.” 

I do not believe that Andrus 
was keen about the visit of the 
correspondents to the condemned 
block, but they had made a formal 
request some days ago and ‘he had 
been authorized by the \Aliied 
Control Council's special comm 
sion of four generals to take 
them through on that last night. 

The mistake, in my opinion, was 
that we were taken through in a 
body. We should have been taken 
through one by one, or not more 
than two at a time. 


AMERICANS REPLY 
TO BRITISH CRITICS 


BERLIN, Oct. 17 (AP) — Edi- 


torials in the British press which 
criticized United States authorities 
for delay in announcement of the 
Nuernberg executions and Her- 
mann Goering’s suicide drew a 
sharp rejoinder today from Ameri- 
can military government public re- 
lations officers. 

They said arrangements for 
carrying out the executions and 
news coverage of the hangings 
was a four-power responsibility 
executed by a quadripartite com- 
misaion appointed by the Allied 
Control Council. 

ey added that charges that a 
7 was imposed upon the press 
“comes with ill grace from the 
British, because their representa- 
tive in the control council, along 
with the French representative, 
wanted to restrict press and pic- 
ture coverage of the executions to 
a minimum.” 

An American officer who at- 
tends control council sessions said 
the American representative, Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney, had led the 
fight to give the world press ‘ac 
cess to the executions and that in 
this effort he had the support of 
the Russians. 

“The Americans were for the 
freest access to all, short of mak- 
ing the executions a circus,” this 
officer said, 

“McNarney argued this was nec- 
essary to maintain our tradition 
of a free press and also for psy- 
chological effect on the Germans. 
He wanted full coverage, espe- 
cially pictorially, so that it could 
be proved to the Germans beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that these 
men were really dead so as to pre- 
vent the birth of any rumors or 
legends that some might have es- 
caped, The British argued against 
pictures and the release of any 
photographs of the executions for 
publication. 

“It was on McNarney’s motion 
that the council agreed to permit 
two correspondents from each of 
the four occupying ers to wit- 
ness the executions,” the American 
officer added, 

“The American representatives 
didn’t get all they asked for, but 
what privileges the press was ac- 
corded at the executions were all 
the result of McNarney’s inter- 
vention, with support of the Rus- 
sians.”

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STATE REVENUE RECEIPTS |

At Least $150,000,000 Expected by. June 30 


— Sales Tax Receipts Reported

The 
state has numerous revenue 
sources producing less than $3,-

Balances in the 93 different 
state funds maintained on the 
books of the State Treasurer to- 
taled $90,435,387 last Oct. 1, These 
various operating funds of the 
state included a $22,885,488 bal- 
anee in the general revenue fund; 
$17,997,708 in the postwar reserve 
fund (since increased to approx- 
imately $30,000,000 through an ad- 
ditional appropriation; $21,000,708 
in the Highway Department fund; 
$8,206,250 in the state road bond 
interest and sinking fund and 
$5,069,595 in the state school fund. 

The new Department of Rev- 
enue, headed by Director of Rev- 
enue M, E. Morris, was created by 
the Legislature in compliance with 
the 1945 Conatitution, effective last 
July 1, to consolidate the collec- 
tion of state revenues and other 
fisca] and budgetary functions, 
formerly exercised by some 15 dif- 
ferent agencies. 

The department is charged with 
the collection of all state taxes; 
licenses and fees, except the state 
tax on tangible property, which is 
paid to county and township col- 
lectors and transmitted by them 
to the division of collection.

of its prosperity, Secretary of

said last night. He told a Demo- 
cratia political rally that demand 
for meat and other goods is ata 
record high “because the people 
| have money to buy.” 

The nation consumed 126 pounds 
of meat per capita in prewar 
| years, compared with a consump- 
tion rate of 176 pounds in the last 
| quarter of 1945. An annual con- 
isumption of 200 pounds probably 
would be needed to satisfy current 
| demand, he said. 

“In all the talk we hear about 
|the meat shortage,” Anderson 
said, “seldom does anyone men- 
| tion the fact that perhaps the un- 
|precedented level of prosperity 
| being enjoyed by our people has 
!some relationship to our inability 

to get all the meat we would like 
ito buy.”

Rise in Appropriations. 

The municipal budget provided 
for appropriations of $29,939,000 
for the current fiscal year, an in- 
crease of $3,577,000 over the ap- 
propriations for last year, Expen- 
ditures during the first six months 
of this year totaled $14,683,000, or 
$2,529,000 more than was spent in 
| the same period last year. 

The municipal tax of \% of 1 per 
cent on incomes was. adopted to 
provide sufficient revenue to meet 
| the increased municipal expendi- 
tures, The measure is expected to 
| provide about $4,000,000 annually, 
or sufficient to balance the budget, 
if expenditures do not increase 
further, 

Returns for the first period of 
the income tax, which became ef- 
fective Aug. 1, are continuing to 
arrive at the office of Collector 
of Revenue Richard E. Gruner. 
They were due last Tuesday and 
those postmarked ‘up to midnight 
Tuesday are being accepted with- 
out penalty. Through yesterday 
about 12,000 returns had been re- 


have. been withholding the tax 
from their employes’ pay, but no 
tabulation of the receipts, or check 
of those made for information and 
lacking remittances because of the 
test of the law, has been made. 

Gruner had sent out blanks to 
about 20,000 concerns. There is 
no indication that the difference 
of about 8000 represents those 
holding up remittance, The more 
apparent likelihood is that many 
of those to which the blanks were 
sent are not lable under the tax 
ordinance. Individual making 
their .own returns and corpora- 
tions taxed on net earnings will 
pay on an annual basis, with re- 
turns due by March 15. 

Speed Up in Test Suit Sought. 
| Another step was taken today in 
the plan for quick action in the 
test suit, in which Carter Carbure- 
tor Corp. is the plaintiff. William 
iR. Gentry, attorney for the com- 
pany, filed a motion before Circuit 
Judge Robert J. Kirkwood for 
judgment on the pleadings, that is, 
without testimony. The motion 
was set for hearing Nov. 8. 

Time for filing briefs by each 
side, possibly consuming as much 
as a month, will probably be re- 
quired after the hearing. Thus. it 
is possible that Jupdge Kirkwood, 
who has said he did not think it 
would take long for him to arrive 
at a decision once the case has 
been submitted, will be able to 
hand down his opinion in Decem- 
ber.. Then whichever side loses 
is expected to take an immediate 
appeal to the Supreme Court of 
Missouri.

BRIGGS SAYS HE 
PROMPTED VOTE 
FRAUD INQUIRY 


Took Action Three 
Weeks Ago on Kansas 
City Election Charges, 
Senator Asserts.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 17 — 
United States Senator Frank P. 
Briggs, Democratic candidate for 
re-election, issued a statement 
yesterday to the effect that an in- 
vestigation of alleged Democratic 
primary frauds in Kansas City 
was being conducted following a 
conference he had with United 


Wear three weeks ago, 
Republican National Committee- 
man Barak T. Mattingly within a 
few hours countered with a state- 
ment to the effect that Briggs 
had remained silent about the 
fraud charges for a month and 
did no§ speak up until goaded by 
Mattingly last Saturday and by 
newspapers. 

Briggs said that after his at- 
tention had been called to the 
fraud charges, which were con- 
tained in articles in the Kansas 
City Star, he conferred with Wear 
three weeks ago in Springfield 
and “found Wear ready to.act, 
“An investigation, with all the 
powers of the Government be- 
hind it, is being made,” Briggs 


“Tl can assure anyone interested 
that there is no disposition on the 
part of any person connect@ with 
the administration to delay, frua- 
trate or impede the probe. I, do 
not want the office of United 
States Senator unless an honest 
majority vote is given to me on 
Nov, 5.” 

Terming Briggs's statement “a 
rather weak statement saying 
that he does not approve of the 
Pendergast methods of voting va- 
cant buildings and corn fields,” 
Mattingly repeated that Briggs 
had had no comment on the fraud 
charges until a month after they 
were made, 

“Mr. Briggs went his merry way 
trying to get votes and said noth- 
ing about the vote frauds,” Mat- 
tingly said. 

“After Republican leaders de- 
manded that the voters should 
known his stand, and after the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch editorially de- 
manded that he let the voters know 
how he stood, Mr. Briggs issued a 
weak statement that he was ‘agin 
sin’ and that the Federal Govern- 
ment was investigating,” Matting- 
ly continued, | 

He said that in 1944, United 
States District Attorney Blanton 
in St. Louis conducted a grand 
jury investigation of election con- 
ditions “on mere rumors and gos- 
sip started by a disgruntled and 
convicted politician,” but that with 
actual evidence at hand in Kansas 
City there had been no grand jury 
inquiry, F 
“We have the spectacle of a 
Truman-revived machine being un- 


vestigation being made by the 
Federal Government,” Mattingly 
said. “We have the spectacle of a 
candidate for the United States 
Senate refusing to take issue with 
the Pendergast machine until 
forced to do so by political expe- 
diency.”

“The campaign in Missourl was 
thought out on the eastern sea- 
board by Republican Interests who 
are once more grasping for power,” 
he said. 

Briggs was introduced by Col. 
B. Marvin Casteel, Columbia, Mo., 
who was his opponent in the pri- 
mary, Casteel urged support for 
Briggs, asserting that a Demo- 
cratic Congress is necessary if 
the United States is to “win a 
just and lasting peace..”

‘Democratic Partnership 
for General Welfare’ 
Urged by New York 


Conference. 


NEW WORK, Oct. 17 (AP) — 
Leaders of Protestant, Catholic 
and Jewish faiths, in the first 
“declaration on economic justice” 
to be issued since World War II, 
called yesterday for “an organized 
and democratic partnership for 
the general welfare rather than a 
competitive struggle for individ- 
ual or group advantage.” 

“The only alternatives to this 
are competitive economic individ- 
ualism, private monopoly or ex- 
cessive governmental interven- 
tion, all of which are unacceptable 
under the moral law,” said the 
statement signed by 122 church 
leaders. 

The eight - point declaration 
stemmed from a conference of the 
three religidus groups held last 
February and been under 
study and revision since, ‘ Other 
declarations were issued in 1938 
and 1940 


The. declaration advocated or- 
ganizations of workers, farmers, 


employers and professional people 
to assume responsibility for self- 
overnment and “ethical conduct” 
ecause “man, acting as an indi- 
vidual, is all but powerless to 
bring economic life into subjection 
to God's law.” 
Code’s 8 Points. 


The profit motive was called 
“useful within reasonable limits.” 

The eight points: ° 

1, “The moral law must gov- 
ern economic life.” 

2. “The material resources of 
life are entrusted to man by God 
for the benefit of all... . The 
aim of economic life should be 
the widest possible diffusion of 
productive and consumptive 
property among the great 
masses of the people. Co-opera- 
tives, both of producers and 
consumers, can effectively assist 
in promoting this end.”

6. “Organized co-operation of 
the functional economic groups 
among themselves and with the 
government must be substituted 
for the rule of competition.” 

7. “It is the duty of the state 
to intervene in economic life 


the rights of individuals and 
groups and to aid in the ad- 
vancement of the general eco- 
nomic welfare.” 

8. “International economic life 


is likewise subject to the moral 
law.” :

Of the 13 counties, seven show 
a smaller Democratic vote in the 
election than in the primary, In 
1942 there were 10,779 fewer elec- 
tion Democratic votes than pri- 
mary Democratic votes in Au- 
drain, Callaway, Lincoln, Maries, 
Monroe, Pike and Ralls counties. 
In only two counties was there a 
decrease in Republican’ votes, 
Gasconade and Warren, and 
total was only 1232. 

An indication of the general 


election last August when the 
Democratic vote dropped from 
31,181 in 1942 to 23,991, and the 
Republican vote dropped from 
14,304 in 1942 to 11,738, a 7190 
decrease for the Democrats and 
2566 for the Republicans. 

Although the 1946 primary vote 
of the Democrats was more than 
double that of the Republicans, 
that cannot be taken as a guide 
to general election results. There 
being many more strongly Demo- 
cratic counties than strongly Re- 
publican counties in the district, 
the Republican primary vote is 
negligible in the Democratic coun- 
ties. Usually the Republicans do 
not even have a ticket of county 
officers, and either do not vote

Even a world’s champion ball 
club may need repairs after a 
most unusual season that ended 


when Red Schoendienst, fieldin

For drama from a spectator’s

Breadon, who completed about 
$350,000 worth of player deals be- 
tween the conclusion of the 1945 
and 46 seasons, realized his first 
million gate at home because of 
the brilliant National League race. 
At Sportsman's Park the Cardi- 
nals drew 1,036,000 cash custom- 
ers, on the road a record 1,488,- 
000. The ns split between 
the conten clubs’ exchequers, 
brought 87,000 more paid admis- 
sions, and the world series 250,- 
000 patrons and nearly $150,000 
revenue. 

Uncle Sam, meaning the gentle- 
man with the red-white-and-blue 
topper, will opezate, of course, on 
profits that accrued from sources 
mentioned and from spring exhi- 
bition receipts and from Blake 
Harper's concessions. 

Speaking of operations, at least 
two members of the city’s sixth 
world's championship team will 
require surgery.

Christian Democrats Win the Most 
Seats in British Zone. 

HAMBURG, Germany, Oct. 17 
(AP)—The Christian Democrats 
captured a substantial plurality 
of county and borough council 
seats in last Sunday's kreis (coun- 
ty) elections throughout the Brit- 
ish occupation zone in Germany, 
although the Social .Democratic 
party polled a larger popular vote, 
official and final returns show. 

Figures issued by the Allied 
Control Commission showed the 
Christian Democrats won 3518 
seats and 11,029,953 votes, while the 
11,179,521 votes polled by the So- 
clal Democrats gained them 2549 
seats. The Communists received 
2,413,419 votes, the third largest 
populaz vote showing, but took 
only 139 seats, placing it sixth on 
the party list.

Liberals, 317 seats and 1,088,364 
votes; Lower Saxony Country 
party, 325 seats and 1,413,891 
votes; Center party, 211 seats and 
1,138,179 votes; South Schleswig 
Association, 50 seats and 207,469 
votes; independent and other par- 
ties, 48 seats and 475,848 votes.

The bodies 
of three others were recovered by 
the Chinese months ago. 

The remaining six members of 
the crew may have parachuted in- 
to the dense jungleland and been 
captured by the Lolo warriors, but 
this is speculation and there is as 
yet no evidence to back it up.

ARMY TO ENLIST DISABLED

DONNELLY SIGNS HOSPITAL 
FACILITIES SURVEY BILL

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 17 — 
Gov. Donnelly today signed a bill 
authorizing the Division of Health 
.of the State Department of Health 
and Welfare to make a survey of 
all Missouri hospitals, public and 
private, health centers and units, 
and to establish a state plan for 
construction of additional hospi- 
tal and health facilities. The Di- 
vision of Health is designated by 
the act as the state agency to

Budd, a Manila restaurateur, 
tried to cable hig offer to Germany 
but the message could not be 
transmitted without approval of 
the United States Army in the 
Philippines. 
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no one in the country was better

Jeremiah of the Rails 


Bad are my thoughts, for I am 40, 
Sad as the drifling leaves this autumn. 


But Author Robert R. Young is now 49. And 
surely he is never sad in battle, because he has 
chosen to make his life an unbroken series of 
battles since 1933, when he began trying to re- 
build the fallen Van Sweringen railway empire. 

This week he courts combat by withdrawing 
three railroads he controls—Nickel Plate, Pere 
Marquette and the big Chesapeake & Ohio— 
from the pompous Association of American Rail- 
roads, taking the opportunity for a characteristic 
public statement. A little while ago his full- 
page ads attacked the indignities of life in the 
old-style but still-used Pullman car, and scored 
the black market in passenger reservations. 

Through passenger service without changing 
ears at Chicago and St. Louis was his baby—and 


the baby is thriving. Before that he shocked 


the staid financial community by tilting with the 
mighty House of Morgan and the Guaranty 
Trust Co.—and he got his railroads out of their 
grip. With a few other militant independents, 
he finally prevailed on the ICC to require com- 
petitive bidding for railroad securities. Favored 
bankers no longer pay taxes on so much easy 
income as they once did, but neither do the rail- 
roads get overloaded with interest and commis- 
sions, So there is less chance that they will 
have to go into bankruptcy to get their burdens 
lightened. 

No doubt Young’s spectacular crusading is 
for power and money. Perhaps, as the nearest 
thing to a Van Sweringen successor, he dreams 
of accomplishing what the “Brothers Van” did 
not. Self-interest, however, is no crime, and 
Young's career so far is a rare and shining ex- 
ample of self-interest advancing consumers’. in- 
terest and public interest. 

In the first place, and against unremitting op- 
position from Wall Street insiders, he simplified 
the corporate structure of his holdings; scaled 
monumental millions off their debts and paid 
off creditors who had about given up hope. 
Chairman Wheeler of the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, the Government's best expert 
on railroads, was at first suspicious, but later 
paid tribute to his “honest, constructive work.” 
Second, his unremitting assault on the sanctified 
persons and institutions of railroading is the 
finest influence that has struck this hidebound, 


banker-ridden industry for a long, long time. . 


Outsiders may find fault just as cogently, but 
Young has made himself an insider; he can act 
where others speak. 

The manner of his withdrawal from the 
A. A.R. shows that he-can also speak to the 
point. “Bluntly,” said Young, “we think the 
quarter of a million dollars a year we have been 


paying in A. A.R. dues can be better spent by 


ourselves.” The success of his previous cam- 
paigns suggests that he is right. 

Me accused the association of spending three 
years trying (under the Bulwinkle bill) to get 
eonspiratorial rate-making exempted from the 
anti-trust laws—“when its money and energies 
might better have gone to improve equipment 
and service,” etc. That goes to the heart of 
what's wrong with the railroads. Too many of 
their masters are more interested in preserving, 
er ereating, vested privileges than in winning 
their way by better bargains and better service. 

As Young related, the A.A.R. and its mem- 
bers stand accused of discriminating against in- 
dustrial development in the South and West. 
The charge is amply substantiated. He also 
referred to the association's “short-sighted phi- 
losophy of trying to squeeze the last dollar of 
revenue from obsolete equipment” and of con- 
doning “too intimate relations” between rail- 
road officials and equipment suppliers. That 
charge, too, is substantiated with ample evi- 
dence. It is a particularly black part of the rec- 
ord, because it has caused needless sacrifice of 
life in wrecks. 

Today, in such ways, Robert R. Young, a noisy 
little Texan who writes bad verse on the side, is 
shaking the railroads as Henry J. Kaiser has 
been shaking the steel and cement industries. 
He has constituted himself the scold, the pro- 
phetic Jeremiah, of an industry which needs 
scolding and prophecy. More power to him! 


A Simple Matter of Fact

Edward A. Hayes, American Action's chair- 
man, testified in Washington that his- Missouri 
representative is Rodney M. Fairfield. Mr. 
Fairfield modestly declines the nomination. He 
says his activity has been limited to giving Mr. 
Hayes and his cohorts a few pointers on Mis- 
souri politics, particularly on building up a 
“doorbell-ringing organization outstate.” 

Whether or not Mr. Fairfield’s part has been 
confined to a few items of political chit-chat, 
American Action’s interest in him is significant. 
He is a lobbyist of parts and a political lawyer 
with a record. 
| uthority for this is the St. Louis County 
Grand Jury, which in 1941 spoke unkindly of 
Mr. Fairfield for his part. in the maneuverings 
which antedated the building of the $2,600,000 
Jefferson Barracks Bridge. 

The grand jury was caustic toward Mr. Fair- 
field and Clifford Corneli, former Presiding 
Judge of the County Court, because Mr. Fair- 
field acted in the bridge negotiations “at various 
times as part-time attorney for a brokerage firm 
(interested in the bonds), part-time attorney for 
prospective bidding contractors and at all times 
as personal friend, adviser and close associate of 
Judge Corneli.” 

Mr. Fairfield's jaw firm got a matter of $6500 
for services to the county, of which $1500 went 
for political purposes. What was received from 


the brokerage firm and the bidding contractors, 
the grand jury report did not say. 

All of which leads us to doubt whether Mr. 
Fairfield is a Cincinnatus, or even a Cicero, to 
save the country from the bow-wows, If the 
men in American Action, Inc,, are as self-inter- 
ested as he is—and we suspect they are not a 
whit less so—the voters would better mark their 
ballots unaided by anything more than their in- 
nate good sense, 
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Now for Krupp & Co. 

Justice Jackson is completely right in his 
strong recommendation to President Truman 
that the United States proceed in its zone of 
occupation in Germany to indict and try Nazi in- 
dustrialists, financiers, cabinet officers, diplo- 
mats, police officials and militarists. 

The case which the now resigned American 
chief of counsel at Nuernberg makes is so sound 
as to render continued action a compelling obli- 
gation on this country. If we stop now, we will 
have established a great principle and under it 
ridded the world of the most notorious of the 
Nazi murderers. But we will have permitted 
many killers, only less well known, to go about 
as free men for the rest of their lives. 

As Justice Jackson says, the guilt of such per- 
sons does not differ from that of thqse convicted 
at Nuernberg. The only distinction is that “their 
parts were at lower levels and have been less 
conspicuous.” i 

But not all who still need to be faced up 
with their crimes are small fry. Not by any 
means. The name of Krupp is one of the big- 
gest names in modern Germany. It was one of 
the big names of industrial Europe long before 
the Nazis were first heard of. 

These industrialists and others who are vul- 
nerable can and should be indicted in an Ameri- 
can court in our zone and they should be prose- 
cuted by American counsel. Notwithstanding 
its acquittal of Schacht, Von Papen and Fritzsche, 
the International Military Tribunal established 
the basis for future prosecutions. Moreover, 
Brig. Gen. Telford Taylor and a staff were at 
work virtually throughout the trial on evidence 
and documents for “subsequent proceedings.” 
They are ready to start preparing indictments 
tomorrow. ° 

All that is needed is for the high command 
which controls our course in Germany—Presi- 
dent Truman, and the State and War Depart- 
ments—to give the sign to go ahead. It should 
be given promptly and decisively, 
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The Blitz in Pittsburgh 

Pittsburgh, unlike London, has never been 
“blitzed,” but, death and destruction aside, it 
faced for three and a half weeks most of the 
hardships of a city under air bombardment. The 
cause is a strike of the independent union of 
employes of the Duquesne Light Co., which sup- 
plies Pittsburgh with light and power. 

Because of this strike, Pittsburgh for three 
weeks was without busses or street cars. 

For two weeks the city’s department stores 
and many smaller business establishments were 
closed, and office buildings were without ele- 
vator service. Now the stores have reopened, 
but elevator service is curtailed, so that shop- 
pers and office personnel have to wait a half 
hour or so to ride up or down. 

More than 300 factories—all those not having 
an independent power supply—were shut down, 
but now they are running again, The hours of 
work, however, are novel, for the plants have to 
run on “off-peak” current, which means from 
midnight to 7 a.m. The exceptional “suicide 
shift” has become the general rule. 

Luckily, the weather has been mild, for the 
Duquesne subsidiary which supplies heat to 
nearly 400 downtown buildings has been closed 
down by the strike. 

It is a tribute to the good humor and adapta- 
bility of the people of Pittsburgh that they are 
as able as they are to carry on, They can do as 
well as they are doing only because Duquesne 
Light's foremen, supervisors and _ technicians 
have stepped into the breach, working shifts of 
four hours on and four hours off, and because 
some current has been turned into Duquesne’s 
power lines by outside companies in the same 
network of transmission lines. 

But why should the normal life of the million 
and a half people in metropolitan Pittsburgh be 
subject to interference at the whim of two or 
three thousand power company employes? 

If the Duquesne Power Co., or any power 
company, suspended service in an effort, say, to 
force consumer acceptance of increased rates, 
the public would rise up in wrath and quickly 
correct the situation. Indeed, state laws forbid 
a utility to suspend service. 

This gives the public half the protection. it 
needs and should have. The other half can be 
afforded by a law providing machinery to pre- 
vent strikes in vital public service industries.

If Republicans capture House this fall, government frustration 
could result, writer says; it would tighten deadlock between Presi- 
dent and Congress; views this as fault of Constitution; mid-term 
defeat leaves an administration’ impotent, yet keeps it in office.

There's a better than fair chance that the 
Republicans will win control of the House 
this fall. If they do it will mean a two-year 
period of frustration and deadlock in Wash- 
ington, It would leave President Truman 
out on a limb, for the GOP-controlled 
Housé could veto every proposal he offered. 
It is the most dangerous situation that can 
develop undér our Constitution. 


This atate of affairs is nothing new. A 
similar deadlock occurred in the last two 
years of the Taft Administration. For a 
while Congress wouldn't even vote, Taft 
the — necessary to carry on govern- 
ment. ° 


It occurred in the last two years of the 
Wilson Administration, It resulted in the 
defeat of the League, and perhaps caused 
World War II. It happened in Hoover's 
last two years, in the midst of a terrible 
depression, 


And If We Fail 


Today the American nation has bigger 
problems than ever before; the chances of 
solving them are so slim and the penalties 
for failure so great that, to a conscientious 
observer, the prospect is nothing short of 
harrowing. We are committed to two goals 
more difficult than any we have hitherto 
set ourselves: »full employment at home 
and world peace abroad, 


If we fail in the first and end up in an- 
other depression like that of 1929, we may 
come close to revolution. Already wide 
cracks have appeared in Wall Street. If 
we fail in the second we are sunk any- 
way, The Bomb being what it is. 


The founding fathers deliberately gave 
the United States a weak central Govern- 
ment, Even with the amendments and, 
more important, the changes made without 
constitutional amendment (like the virthal 
scrapping of the Electoral Colfege), there 
remains embedded in the Constitution this 
basic feature: divided authority between 
the executive and the legislature, and their 
swords’-point rivalry is today the most sig- 
nificant factor in the American Govern- 
ment, 


If the Republicans capture the House 
this fall, that rivalry will be so obvious 
that even the dullest can see it, But the 
essential conflict goes much deeper; it goes 
on even when the White House and Con- 
gress are nominally controlled by the same 
party. It has been an almost constant 
phenomenon since the nation began, 


An Impasse in Government 


People said “things would be different” 
under Truman, That was under the theory 
that the whole affair is a personality prob- 


lem, But it is not a matter of personalities, 


it ig institutional. 


No man ever came to the White House 
with a stronger.determination to get on 
with Congress. But although the Demo- 
crats nominally control Congress, Truman's 
legislative program is hopelessly stalled, 
with no end to the conflict in sight, 


Some people still look back to Harding 
and Coolidge as happy exceptions to the 
struggle, ignoring the fact that neither 
really tried to govern and that the admin- 
istration of one ended in scandal while the 
other's paved the way for the 1929 col- 
lapse. America needs positive government, 
and never more than right now. No pri- 
vate business could be run as the Govern- 


ment is run, with the president and the 
board of directors constantly at logger- 
heads, 


If the Republicans captured the House 
this fall it would dramatize the defect in 
the Constitution, but the situation will not 
really be altered even if the Democrats stil! 
retain nominal control, 


For the past two years, and in the lat- 
ter part of the Roosevelt Administration, 
Congress has not been controlled by an 
elected party; the real power has been in 
the hands of a shifting, nebulous coalition 
of conservatives from both sides, poll-tax 
Southerners and Northern Republicans, 
making mincemeat of the Executive's pro- 
gram and unable, by the very nature of 
our system, to offer an alternative program 
of its own. 


The real defect, I think, is that a Presi- 
dent who is repudiated at the polis at an 
interim election has no means of getting 
out, The public gives a mandate, but it 
can't be obeyed. 


Ignominy of Our System 


Under the rigid American system a mid- 
term defeat renders an administration im- 
potent while keeping it in office—an ig- 
nominy to an elected official such as no 
other democracy offers. Taft, Wilson, 
Hoover were all thus crucified; will Tru- 
man be next? 


Under a parliamentary system, in Cana- 
da, Britain, the Scandinavian countries and 
so On, a defeated executive simply switches 
to the opposition, just as Churchill recent- 
ly did, and the other party takes over. 
Somebody always has the election man- 
date. 


Instead of that, here are five different 
places where Washington deadlocks now 
develop: 

(1) President and Congress can veto each 
other. 

(2) Bo can House and Senate. 

(3) Congress and the bureaucracy are at 
swords’ points, 

(4) New members of Congress are in si- 
lent conflict with old members, who usurp 
power. 

(5) Finally, Congress is compartmental- 
ized into semi-independent committees, each 
capable of gumming the works for montha, 


And so again today we run the risk of 
one of those periodic, sickening deadlocks 
which, in the words of Woodrow Wilson, 
“render this great .Government of the 
United States helpless and contemptible.”

Under the Coal Dust 


YESTERDAY WILL RETURN, 
Viking Press, New York) 7 ton ee, 
Tom Hanlin’s own life documents this 
grim, honest novel about Scotch colliers. 
Born in 1907 at Armandale, Scotland, he was 
a miner there from 1922 to 1945. He took 


up writing while convalescing from a pit 


accident. Last year he won praise with 
his first novel, “Once in Every Lifetime,” 
which John Steinbeck called “a wonderful, 
young, strong, true book.” 

“Young, strong and true” certainly fit 
Mr, Hanlin's second nov Its story, about 
two men in love with ¢ same woman, 
seems very familiar; but its details save 
it from triteness. Mima Frazer, widowed 
under suspicious circumstances five years 
previous, attracts Big Jamie Shearer, newly 
come to Plainrigg. Complicating their 
relationship are Mima's past, which pre 
sents problems and provokes “aches that 
destroy the joy.” and Bert McKelvie, back 
after five years’ absence and ready to take 
up with Mima where he had left off. 

* + . 

These three suffer through a strained, 
emotional! ‘six months or so before their 
problem is solved. Mima has a choice to 
make, and even when that choice seems 
taken from her by the inevitable mine 
accident (unscrupulous management had 
suppressed knowledge of gas), she plays 
one more hand—only to lose both lovera, 

Accentuating this simple plot, the unin- 
aspired countryside and the bleak and un- 
hopeful] ordinariness of the miners’ lives lay 
somberness upon all, whether in Saturday- 
night pleasures (“The chain was off and 
you'd all blank Sunday to recover”) or in 
toil, struggle, and attempted murder under- 
ground. The mines, as in Liewellyn’s 
“How Green Was My Valley” and Zola’s 
“Germinal,” seem all-enclosing, a 
ing, a malignant force in the lives of their 
poverty-ridden workers. 

Mr. Hanlin’s prose is pungent, colloquial, - 
full of the hardened cant of the miners. It 
touches simple lyricism now and then 
(Mima, for example, “was always trim and 
neat and smelled like a rosebush”). Only 
once does it really tax the reader's belief: 
when he describes the spell Mima puts on 
McKelvie. To say that the reader can for- 
give Mr. Hanlin one lump of destructive 
declarations is to praise him for an overall 
excellence that transcends his few faults. 

* . * 


This is an unpretentious novel, as short 
(253 pages) as it is sincere. Tributary in- 
terest lies in the brief injection of the 
miners’ gropings toward improved condi- 
tions, underscored by the tersely described 
pit explosion. A sinister presence, always, 
is the miners’ basic fear, which “underlies 
the hopes of all men at the bottom rung 
of the great sweated industries of the 
world”—the fear of physical disability. As 
for Hope... well, McKelvie’s ironic thought 
is answer: “Be thrifty, be good. Be good, 
little miner, and let who will be bolshevik.” 

There are passages in this novel that 
Zola could have signed with propriety; 
there are others that prove Mr. Hanlin 
indeed a “young” novelist. But there are 
many older novelists that lack Mr. Hanlin’s 
strength.

It is true that the new French 
charter was drawn up by. repre- 
sentatives of three large particu- 
lar ety with the intention of 
keeping these parties in power. 
They will not succeed. No at- 
tempt of the sort ever has. Sooner 
or later, if the French people are 
dissatisfied with their Chamber of 
Deputies, they will find some way 
of changing it. 


Stacked for Politicians. 


One good way would be by send- 
ing to Parliament people to 
change the present electoral law. 
That law-—proportional = repre- 
sentation with voting for parties 
rather than for individuals—-is an 
insulting and dangerous § inatru- 
ment. 

It is insulting becduse it de- 
prives the citizen of his right to 
vote against persons whom he 
does not trust. Dangerous  be- 
cause it puts power, neither into 
the hands of the “strong execu- 
tive” considered necessary by 
Gen. Charlies de Gaulle, nor into 
those of the chamber, but into 
the hands of more or less irre- 
sponsible cliques of politicians 
who name the candidates, place 
their favorites high on the lists 
where they cannot lose, secretly 
plan the party strategy, crack the 
whip over independent minds and 
grant privileges to useful sup- 
porters. 

It was a law of this kind that 
firat discredited, . then - utterly 
wrecked democracy in Germany. 
For where there is neither person- 
al contact nor a stable majority, 
the voter loses confidence in the 
system. ' 


De Gaulle Gains Stature. 


Now for the second important 
fact: Striking is the number of 
voters who abstained. Since all 
French people wanted to escape 
from the provisional constitution 
and so many refrained from vot- 
ing on the new Constitution that 
promised stability, then Gen. de 
Gaulle’s alleged claim that more 
than half the French voters dis- 
approve the new Constitution may 
be justified. 

In the third place, Charles de 
Gaulle emerges as the strongest 
single force in France, Though 
beaten by a coalition of three 
large partics, he is obviously still 
the most popular figure in the 
country. If we assume that the 
8,000,000 who voted no and half 
of the 7,000,000 who abstained 
would under sufficient pressure 
rally around the General, then 
Charles de Gaulle is conceivably 
atronger than the combined Com- 
munist and Socialist parties.

Since 
the war, France, the one-time lib- 
eral leader, has wavered between 
the Sovict and the democratic 
poles. 


In part thie was due to the 
emergence of a swollen Com- 
munist party that controlled the 
strongest labor unions and had 
extended its influence in other 
ways. Therefore, an attempt to 
take sides with the democracies 
might have caused civil war. 


The French Stake. 


In part French neutrality could 
be attributed to the phobia of 
again becoming a battlefield, in 


part to the (Cofmmunist fostered) 
belief that in the struggle be- 
tween Soviet and Anglo-Saxon 
“imperialisms,” French interests 
were not really involved. 


In recent months it has become 
increasingly clear that in any 
such struggle, whether military or 
purely ideological, French inter- 
ests are involved — and deeply.

DEVOTED RESPONSE 


AT KREISLER RECITAL 


Audience Warmly Applauds 
Violinist — Program at 
Kiel Auditorium. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

Fritz Kreisler has long been in 
a class by himself as a violinist, 
a musician and an international 
institution. He still is. No other 
living artist could make such an 
obvious display of his defects as 
he did last night in his recital at 


Kiel Auditorium and at the same 
time command such a devoted 
hearing and such a warm re- 
sponse from his audience. 

To charge it up to a lingering 
respect for past achievements is 
too simple. The shadow, it is true, 
was more often in evidence than 
the substance. But it is also true 
that, even when the tone was des- 
sicated and the pitch uncertain, 
the artistic gesture was atill ap- 
parent in the clipped, aristocratic 
phrasing and in the tenderly dell- 
cate stresses. 

The program was different from 
most Kreisler recitals in that the 
second half was not devoted ex- 
clusively to small pieces. Instead 
of.the usual array of charming 
Viennese bagatelles he elected to 
play an arrangements of two 
movements from his own String 
Quartet in A Minor, the Viennese 
Rhapsodie Fantasietta, also by 
himself, and Lo Jota by Manuel 
DeFalla. The quartet music was 
deft, light and personal and left 
the impression that the original 
would be well worth hearing. 

Mr. Kreisler began his recital 
with the Bach Concerto in D Mi- 
nor—sometimes attributed to Vi- 
valdi—which also exists in a ver- 
sion for keyboard instrument. The 
two fast movements were not 
clearly articulated and the substi- 
tution of a discreet piano for the 
supporting string orchestra made 
it all the more difficult to grasp 
the contrapuntal design. In the 
slow movement, however, Kreisler 
came into his expressive own and 
he played it with a noble tran- 
quility. 

The andantino. of the Saint- 
Saens B Minor Concerto was also 
the most effective of the three 
movements. At the conclusion of 
the program Mr. Kreisler played 
two short pieces of his own and 
Dvorak’s “Humoresque,” and the 
audience, which filled about half 
the house, was generous with its 
applause. Carl Lamson, as usual, 
was the accompanist.

CHIEF cause for cake failures 
A« the wide difference in the 

temperature of its chief in- 
gredients. Eggs taken from a re- 
frigerator with a temperature of 
40 to 45 degrees do not blend 
easily and well with sugar and 
flour kept in a hot kitchen at 
around 85 or 90 degrees, Eggs at 
room temperature beat up to much 
greater volume and this is very 
necessary when making sponge 
cake. Yolks, however, separate 
more easily from the whites if 
they are cold, so for sponge cake, 
they should be separated immedi- 
ately after they are removed from 
the refrigerator, then both should 
be covered until they reach room 
temperature, Another reason for 
failure is using too heavy a hand 
in folding the egg whites into the 
egg yolk-flour mixture. § Air 
whipped into the whites must 
be retained, Cutting and folding 
means using a wire whisk or 
slotted spoon to cut down through 
the whites starting at the center 
top, moving down to bottom of 
bowl, then ‘ringing it across the 
bottom toward you and up the 
sides of the bowl and with the 
other hand revolving the bowl in 
the meantime. This motion is 
repeated until all the whites dis- 
appear and are well blended, Then 
transferring the batter carefully 
to the pan by pouring or dipping 
is also a provision to hold onto 
the essential air that was first 
whipped in. 

Plain Sponge Cake. 

Six eggs, separated, one and 
one-half cups sugar, one-quarter 
cup boiling water, one and one- 
half cups cake flour, one tea- 
spoon cream of tartar, one-half 
teaspoon salt, ong teaspoon 
vanilla, one-half teaspoon lemon 
extract. 

Put egg yolks into large mixing 
bow! and beat until so thick that 
it is difficult to turn the beater 
(at least five minutes). Stir in 
three-quarter cup of the sugar in 
several portions, combining thor- 
oughly; then beat again until 
very thick. Add one-third of the 
boiling water, beat about half a 
minute; then add another one- 
third, beat again; and add rest, 
beating again. Set in refrigerator 
10 minutes. Sift flour, measure, 
and resift three times with rest 
of the sugar. Sift cream of tartar 
and salt over egg whites and beat 
until stiff but not dry. Now beat 
the egg yolk mixture again for 
two minutes, and fold in the 
flour mixture until smooth. Stir 
in flavorings and add beaten egg 
whites, cutting and folding until 
well mixed. Turn into an un- 
greased 10-inch tube pan and 
bake in a moderately slow oven 
(325 degrees Fahrenheit) for one 
hour or until it springs back 
when lightly touched. Remove 
from oven, invert, and let stand 
on tube, not on cake surface, 
until thoroughly cooled. Loosen 
sides and around tube with a 
sharp knife and remove from 
pan. Frost if desired. Twelve 
servings.

NEW YORK, Wednesday.’ 


AM glad to report that some 
| one has taken the trouble to 

write me about those idle ships 
tied up in the Hudson river— 
which I mentioned in a recent 
column. My correspondent tells 
me that, not only in the Hudson 
river but in other waters, ships 
belonging to the United States 
Government are laid up for lack 
of employment. 

Our merchant marine, which was 
large and active during the early 
days of our republic, later faded 
out of the picture because, with 
the rising economy in.this country, 
the building and operating of 
American ships became more cost- 
ly than the use of foreign vessels, 
“Subsidy and other laws” designed 
to offset these economic handi- 
caps, were permitted to lapse or 
were not administered with suf- 
ficient vigor and continuity to re- 
vive American shipping in the for- 
eign trade, writes my correspond- 
ent. Less than 30 per cent of 
American foreign commerce WAas 
be carried in American ships 
ins 1939.

MY CORRESPONDENT appar 
ently has had a long experience in 
shipping, and one paragraph in his 
letter interested me greatly. “A 
comparatively small amount of 
money spent earlier, in peace, 
would have made it unnecessary 
to build so many ships in war.... 
Admiral King has warned the 
country against reverting to such 
prewar maritime inadequacy... . 
There was good reason to believe 
that the Axis leaders realized the 
United States would eventually 
come into the war, but they also 
knew that we had too few ships 
to make our attack quickly effec- 
tive. They thought to conquer 
first.” 

The ships we see laid up are 
mostly of the slow freighter type. 
Congress has authorized the sale 
of the Government's surplus ships, 
with the exception of those which 
the Army and Navy deem neces- 
sary fora national reserve. For- 
eigners can buy these ships on the 
same terms as American citizens. 


I, for one, wish that it would be 
made easier for foreigners, who 
have lost much of their shipping, 
to obtain these ghips if they need 
them, for in peacetime slow ships 
are not 0 valuable to us,

HOWEVER, I hope that this 
past war has taught ds that we 
must vigorously and consistently 
administer the Merchant Marine 
Act which was passed in 1936. If 
we do so, we will not be caught 
again with as inadequate a supply 
of ships as we had on entering 
both World ‘War I and World 
War II, 


All of us should work to prevent 
another war, One of the ways of 
doing this is to distribute goods 
in our own ships throughout the 
world. Many of my forebears and 
my husband's forebears were sea- 
faring people, because they be- 
lieved that trade was the basis of 


our prosperity and promoted good - 


feeling among nations, ¢ 


One.of the contribttions which 
we must make to future world 
peace is to help raise the stand- 
ard of living in many countries 
where the standard has been ex- 
tremely low in the past. It will 
pay us as an investment to subsi- 
dize an American merchant ma- 
rine because it will help us to keep 
peace in the world,

No Way Seen 


To Prevent 
Tooth Decay 


By Herman N. Bundesen,

ANY people have the idea 

that the problem of getting 

and keeping good teeth has 
been entirely solved, but this is 
i means true. We do know 
about certain things that may help 
in preventing tooth decay and we 
realize the importance of a well- 
balanced diet for the mother-to-be 
in order to help assure that her 
child will have strong teeth. But 
once the teeth have formed, the 
use of a well-balanced diet, con- 
taining plenty of fresh fruits and 
vegetables and even large doses of 
vitamins, will not keep tooth de- 
cay from occurring.

TOOTH DECAY results from a 
breaking down of the enamel cov- 
ering of the teeth. Once this has 
happened, the process apparently 
is not influenced in any way by 
the nature of the foods which a 
person digests, or by any of the 
substances taken up by the blood 
from the intestines, 

Recent studies have disproved 
the idea that caries, or tooth de- 
cay, can either be produced or pre- 
vented by changing the kind of 
foods, vitamins or minerals a per- 
son gets. The vitamins which were 
thought: to have some special ef- 
fect in preventing tooth decay 
were vitamins A, C and D. But the 
giving of vitamin A will not af- 
fect existing tooth decay nor can 
vitamin C either contro! or stop 
caries, Even though children, dur- 
ing the last 20 years, have taken 
vitamin D to a greater extent than 
ever before, there has been on ap- 
preciable decrease in the amount 
of caries, 

Most investigators agree on one 
point about tooth decay. If people 
eat excessive amounts of starchy 
foods and sugars which ferment in 
the mouth, it is likely that the 
progress of tooth decay will be 
speeded up. On the other hand, 
reducing the amount of these foods 
may tend to reduce or even to 
stop the progress of tooth decay.

WHAT, THEN, are the things 
which can be done in order to 
keep the teeth strong and sound? 
First of all, make regular visits 
to the dentist. He can discover 
decay when it first starts and, by 
filling the decayed spot, can keep 
the condition from progressing. He 
can also make sure that the teeth 
meet evenly so that unusual pres- 
sure is not put on certain of the 
teeth. . 

Keeping the teeth clean will not 
necessarily prevent tooth decay, 
but regular brushing may be help- 
ful. And, of course, the pregnant 
woman should make sure that her 
diet contains a sufficient amount 
of all the necessary foods so that 
her child will have the best possl- 
ble chance of having good teeth.

Both South and North tried to 
get out of ‘-ouble (once they had 
discovered that they lacked two 
aces) by playing the hand short 
of a slam. South had to bid five 
spades to overcall the five dia- 
monds, and North had to accept 
that contract, however unwilling- 
ly. The perfectly normal 42 break 
of spades dashed their last hope, 
and down they went! 

In discussing the deal later 
North ruefully admitted that he 
had seriously considered “lying” 
about his single ace by answering 
the four no trump with five clubs. 
“T had a hunch that South had 
trapped himself — that when I 
showed less than two aces he 
would have to wriggle out of the 
club slam—but after all, he had 
assumed control and it was up. to 
him to forsee what would happen 
if I announced only one ace, He 
might have realized that a five- 
diamond response by me would 
force six clubs, off two aces, or a 
five-spade contract which would 
be at the mercy of a good suit 
break, since I obviously had no 
spade support.”
